Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Ilouse of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That Section 
3 of an Act to incorporate the town of Florence, approved March 
Oth, 1871, be, and the same is hereby, amended by inserting on the 
fifth line of said Section between the words “each” and “ year” the 
word “alternate,” and by striking out the words “one year” in the 
sixth line of said Section 3 and inserting in licu thereof the words 
“two years.” So that the said Section, when amended, shall read 
as follows: That the said town shall be governed by an Intendant 
and four Wardens, who shall have resided in the State for one year 
and within the limits of the corporation for sixty days immediately 
preceding their election. The said Intendant and Wardens shall

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in

Charleston Iron Works, for the purpose of producing, manufactur-

Section 1, Be if enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That all 
persons who are citizens of this State, and who now or may hereaf- 
ter reside within the limits of the town of Sumter, as hereinafter de- 
fined, shall be deemed, and are hereby declared to be, a body politic 
necrperate and corporate, under the name of the town of Sumter. ‘They shall

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or for any term of years, any estate, real, personal or mixed; that 
the limits of said town shall extend three-fourths of one mile in 
each direction from the centre of the court house square in said 
town. 

Sec. 2. That the municipal offices of said town shall be, and are 
hereby, vested in an Intendant and four Wardens, who shall con- 
stitute the Town Council of said town, who shall be citizens of the 
Uniied States and shall have resided in this State for twelve 
months and in said town sixty days immediately preceding their 
election; that on the second Tuesday in April of each year, between 
the hours of eight o’clock in the forenoon and five o’clock in the 
afternoon, an election for Intendant and Wardens shall be held at 
such convenient place within said town as may be designated by 
said Town Council, ten days’ public notice thereof being previously 
given, at which election all male inhabitants of the age of twenty- 
one years, citizens of this State, whu shall have resided within the 
State twelve months, and in said town sixty days immediatcly pre- 
ceding such election, and not being under any of the disabilities 
mentioned in the Constitution of this State, shall be entitled to vote. 

That when the polls are closed the Managers shall forthwith 
count the votes, declare the election and give votice of the result 
thercof in writing to the persons elected, who, if eligible, shall 
thereupon qualify by taking the oath prescribed in the Constitution 
of this State, and the vath in regard to ducting, and who shall re- 
main in office until their successors are elected and qualified; that 
the said Town Council are hereby empowered to appoint three 
Managers, and make all necessary ordinances, rules and regulations 
for the proper management and cuntrol of said elections, and to 
punish offenses against the same. 

That thirty days previous to any election in said town, the said 
Town Council shall open books for the registration of persons quali- 
fied to vote at such election, giving public notice thereof, which 
said books shall be finally closed fifteen days previous to such elec- 
tion, and only such persons who are therein registered shall be 
entitled to vote at such election; that the said Town Council are 
hereby empowered to make all necessary ordinances, rules or regula- 
tions for the proper registration of voters. 

That the first election under this charter shall be ordered by the 
present Town Council of Sumter, who shall remain in office and 
discharge all the duties thereof until their successors are elected 
and qualified. In case a vacancy shall occur in the office of In- 
tendant, by death, resignation or otherwise, the said Wardens, or a 
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majority of them, shall elect from among themselves an Intendant 
to fill such vacancy; and the said Wardens, or a majority of them, 
shall also elect from among themselves 2 Warden to act as Intend- 
ant during his sickness or temporary absence, and, while acting as 
Intendant, shali be vested with all his duties and powers. In case 
a vacancy shall occur from any cause in the office of Warden, the 
said Town Council shall order an election to fill such vacancy:

That the said Intendant shall, as often as may be neces- 
sary, summon the Wardens to meet in Council, any two of whom 
with the Intendant shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
all business. They and their successors in office hereafter to be 
elected shall have and are hereby vested with full and ample power, 
from time to time, under their corporate seal, in Council assembled, 
to make all such ordinances as may be necessary to earry their 
corporate powers fully into effect; to make all such ordinances 
relative to the streets, roads, markets, public squares, public build- 
ings, public seales, weights, measures, fire department, water sup- 
ply, police and health of said town as they may deem proper; and 
all such ordinances as may tend to preserve the quietude, peace, 
safety and good order of the inhabitants thereof, and the protee- 
tion, security and enjoyment of their property; that they may pro- 
vide for the enforcement of all ordinances so made by them, and 
for any violation thereof they may provide for the punishment of 
the same by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or imprisonment in the 
town prison for a period not exceeding thirty days for each offense: 
Provided, That all ordinances shall be published for at least two 
weeks in one or more of the newepapers of said town. 

Suc, 4. That the said Town Council shall have power to abate 
and remove all nuisances in said town; and they may lay ont and 
open new streets, widen or otherwise alter those now in use; and 
they shall have full power to prescribe and classify such inhabitants 
of said town liable to street, road or other public duty therein ; 
and they shall have power to compound with all persons so made 
liable to work the streets of said town upon such terms as their or- 
dinances may establish, and all persons refusing or failing to labor 
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or to pay such commutation shall be liable to such fine or imprison- 
ment as the said Town Council may by ordiuance prescribe. 

Sec. 5. That the said Town Council shall have power to appoint a 
Clerk and Treasurer and to fix his compensation and prescribe his 
duties.

Sucrion 1, Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
Ceneral Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That Benja- 
min P, Chatfield, Wm. H. Brown, Philo G. Rockwell, Henry Smith 
and such other persons as may hereafter be associated with them, 
their successors and assigns, are hereby made and declared to be a 
body politic and corporate in law for the purpose of buying, im- 
proving, sclling, renting, leasing and exchanging real estate, for 
mining carths and clay for commercial and manulacturing purposes 
and uses, for extracting minerals and metallic substances there- 
from, for erecting, selling and renting buildings, such as private 
residences, public hotels or boarding houses, factories, shops, mills 
for grinding grains, laboratories and furnaces for extracting miner- 
als and metals, for sawing and planing lumber, public and private 
bath houses, together with a manufactory for ice and gas, and the 
transaction of all business connected with the purposes herein 
named ; said corporation to be Jocated and their business conducted 
in the town and County of Aiken, under the name and style of 
The Aiken Land and Improvement Company, and by that name 
are hereby empowered to purchase, hold, possess and enjoy, to 
themselves and their successors or assigns, lands, tenements, yoods,

AN ACT ro Raise Surruies AND MAKE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
nk Frasca Year Commencixny November 1, 1883. 


Secrion 1, Be it enacted by the Senate avd House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That a tax of 
five mills, exclusive of the public schoo] tax hereinafter provided 
for, upon every dollar of the value of all taxable property of this 
State, be, and the same is hereby, levied for the purpose of meeting 
appropriations to defray the current expenses of the government 
for the fiscal year commencing November 1, 188°5, and to meet such 
other indebtedness as has been or shall be provided for in the sev- 
eral Acts and Joint Resolutions passed by the present session of the 
General Assembly providing for the same. 

Sec. 2, That a tax not to exceed three mills upon every dollar 
of the value of all taxable property in each of the Counties of this 
State be, and the same is hereby, levied for County purposes for the 
fiscal year commencing November 1, 1883. 

Except in the County of Berkeley, where it shall be eight and a 
half mills, the proceeds of one and a half mills of which shall be 
set apart and kept separate by the County Treasurer for the pay- 
ment of the Court expenses, to wit: Dieting prisoners, pay of jurors — 
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and Constables for attendance on Court, witnesses in State cases, 
accounts of the Clerk of Court and Sheriff and the quota of the 
County for the pay of the Stenographer of the First Circuit, which 
is fixed at three hundred dollars; and the County Treasurer in each 
of his reports to the County Commissioners of funds in his bands 
shall specify the amount on hand for Court expenses, and the 
County Commissioners are hereby forbidden to draw checks on this 
fund for any other purpose until said Court expenses shall be fully 
provided for.

Except in the County of Charleston, where it shall be two and 
one-fourth mills, the proceeds of three-fourths of one mill of which 
shall be set apart and kept separate by the County Treasurer for 
the payment of Court expenses, to wit, dieting prisoners, pay of 
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jurors and Constables in attendance on the Court, witnesses in State 
eases and accounts of the Clerk of the Court and Sheriff; and the 
County Treasurer, in each of his reports to the County Commis- 
sioners of funds in his hands, shall specify the amount in his hands 
for Court expenses; for the installment of the County debt and 
interest falling due during the current fiscal year, three-fourths of

Except in the County of Colleton, where it shall be five mills 
and three-fourths of one mill, to be applied as follows: The proceeds 
of (24) two and one-half mflls to be applied to the ordinary ex- 
penses of the County; the proceeds of three-fourths of one mill to 
be applied to the past indebtedness of the County; the proceeds of 
one mill to be applied to the maintenance of roads and bridges; the

In the County of Sumter, one and one-half mills, to be applied 
first to the payment of the funded indebtedness of the County prior

“Section 2, For the purpose of establishing a tramway or rail- 
road from the town of Timmonsville, on the line of the Wilming- 
ton, Columbia and Augusta Railroad, in as direct a route as is 
practicable and convenient, to the village of Lydia, in the County 
of Durlington, with the privilege of extending the same to a point 
at or near Stokes’s Bridge, on Lynche’s River, and thence by the 
most practical route to Lancaster Court House, in Lancaster 
County, should such an extension hereafter be deemed desirable, 
that J. E. Byrd, M. Marco, B. Clements, J. W. Beasley, W. L. 
Galloway, aud their associates, successors and assigns, are hereby 
created a body politic and corporate, under the corporate name of 
the Timmonsville and Lydia Tram or Railroad Company, and by 
such title shall have a corporate existence for the term of thirty 
years, and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, in the 
Courts of the State, inferior and superior, and may have and use a 
common seal, which it may change and alter at pleasure; and shall 
be capable of purchasing, holding, using, leasing aud conveying 
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estates, real, personal and mised, and other property, and of acquir- 
ing the same by gift, devise, deed of conveyance or otherwise; 
that the said company shall have the power to secure Joans by giv- 
ing mortgages upon the road or its equipments or any part thereof; 
and they shall also have power to take mortgages upon property, 
real or personal, to secure any debt or demand due to the company, 
and may make all necessary by-laws and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the company not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
laws of the State. 

“See. 3. That the said company be, and is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to construct, maintain and operate a tram or rail- 
road from the town of Timmonsville, on the line of the Wilming- 
ton, Columbia and Augusta Railroad, in as direct a route as may 
be practicable or convenient, to the village of Lydia, in the County 
of Darlington, with the privilege, if hereafter deemed desirable, to 
extend the same to a point at or near Stokes’s Bridge on Lynche’s 
River, and thence by the most practical route to Lancaster Court 
House, in Lancaster County, and that the said company shall have 
every right, power and privilege necessary for the purpose of ac- 
quiring such lands or rights of way as it may require for the loca- 
tion or construction of the said tram or railroad or for the erection 
or location of depots, warchouses, stations and other necessary 
establishments, or for extending or altering the same, and shall 
have the benefit of every process or proceeding and be subject to 
the restrictions provided or imposed in Sections 1550 to 1561, both 
inclusive, of Chapter XL of the General Statutes of this State ; 
and the capital stock of the said company shall not be less than’

Srcrion 1, Be it enneted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That all per- 
sons, citizens of the United States, who now or hereafter may be 
inhabitants of the town of Landrum shall be deemed, and are 
hereby declared, a body politic and corporate, and said town shall 
be ealled and known by the name of Landrum ; and its limits shail 
extend one-half mile in each direction from the point where the 
Greenville and Rutherford road erosses the Asheville and Spartan- 
burg Railroad track. 

Suc, 2. That the said town shall be governed by an Tntendant 
and fone Wardens, who shall be cleeted on the second Monday in 
March next, and on the second Monday in March of every year 
therenfter an election shall be held for an Intendant and four War- 
dens, who shall be citizens of the United States, and shal] have been 
residents of the said town sixty days next preceding said election, 
at such place in said town as the Intendant and Wardens shall 
designate, ten days’ notice thereof in writing being previously 
given; and all the male inhabitants of the said town of the age of 
twenty-one years who have resided therein sixty days next pre. 
ceding the election shall be entitled to yote for such Intendant and 
Wardens; and the eleetion shall be held from seven o’clock in the 
morning until six o’clock in the evening, when the poll shall be 
closed, and the Managers declare the result after counting said 
votes, and notify the persons elected.

Srcrion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate an: “Louse of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Soutl, Carolina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That Section 
six of an Act entitled “An Act to renew and amend the charter of 
the town of Williamston,” approved March 9th, 1872, be amended 
by inserting between the word “ corporation” and the word  pro- 
vided” in the twenty-fifth line of the printed copy thereof the 
following words: “but no punishment shal] exceed a fine of twenty 
dollars or twenty days’ imprisonment, and all fines shall be recover- 
able in an action before a Court of competent jurisdiction, or 
twenty days’ labor on the public streets. Said Town Council 
shail have power to compel the attendance ,of witnesses, and require 
them to give evidence upon the trial before them of any persons for 
violations of any of these by-laws or ordinances.’ And that said 
Section be further amended by inserting the word “further” be- 
tween the word “ Provided” and the word “That” in the said 
twenty-fifth line thereof. So that said Section, when amended, 
shall read as fellows: 

“Sec. 6. That the Intendant and Wardens, duly clected and 
qualified, shall be, during their term of office, vested with all the 
powers and authority with which Trial Justices are at present 
vested by Jaw, except the trial of civil cases, and except as it may 
he otherwise provided in this Act. And the Intendant shall and 
may, as often as may be necessary, summon the Wardens tu meet 
in Council, any two of whom, with the Intendant, or any three 
Wardens, may constitute a quorum to transact business; and they 
shal] be known by the name of the Town Council of Williamston ; 
and they and their successors hereafter to be elected may haven 
. common seal, which shall be affixed to all their ordinances; may 
sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, in any Court of Jaw or 
equity in this State; and purchase, hold, possess and enjoy, to them 
and their successors, in perpetuity, or for any term of years, any 
estate, real, personal or mixed, and sell, alien and convey the same: 
Provided, The same shall not exceed at any one time the sum of 
ten thousand dollars. And the said Intendant and Wardens shall 
have full power to make and establish all such rules, by-laws and 
ordinances respecting the roads, streets, markets and police of said 
town as shall appear to them necessary and requisite for the 
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security, welfare and convenience of the said town or for preserving 
the health, peace, order and good government within the same. 
And the said Council may fix and impose fines and penalties for 
the violation thereof, and appropriate the same to the public use of 
the said corporation; but no punishment shall. exceed a fine of 
twenty dollars or twenty days’ imprisonment; and all fines shal] be 
recoverable in an action before a Court of competent jurisdiction, 
or twenty days’ labor on the public streets, Said Town Council 
shall have power to compel the attendance of witnesses and require 
them to give evidence upon the trial before them of any person for 
violation of any of these by-laws or ordinances: Provided, further, 
That in all cases of trials to be had before the said Town Council 
as hereinbefure provided, the party charged shull be cited to trial 
by service upon bim of a summons, under the hand of the Intend- 
ant, any one of the Wardens, or the Clerk of the Council, wherein 
shal] be expressed, with certainty, the offense charged and the time 
and place of ‘trial, which service shall be made at leust five days 
before the day of trial.” 

Also that Section nine (!) of said Act be stricken out and the 
following inserted as Section nine (1) of said Act: “That the said 
Town Council shall have power to impose an annual tax upon the 
keepers of all billiard tables and ten-pin alleys, or other pin alleys, 
within the discretion of said Council, and to grant or refuse license 
for the same upon such terms and conditions and subject to such 
regulations as they may by ordinance establish. They shall also 
have power to inspose an annual tax on all real and personal prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of said town; Provided, Said tax 
shall not exceed twenty eents on the hundred dollars of the suid 
value of said real and personal property; they shall also have 
power, within their diseretion, to impose a tax on all sales made by 
itinerant traders and auctioneers, on all public drays, wagons, 
“aurriages, omnibuses and other vehicles kept for hire. 

“The said Town Council shall have power to impose an annual 
tax on the amount of all sales of goods, wares and merchandise, 
and also upon the amount of income arising from all factorage and 
merchandise, employments, faculties and professions, including the 
profession of dentistry; also, upon the amount of income from all 
moneys loaned at interest, and from dividends received from banks 
and all other stocks: Provided, That no tax shall be imposed in 
any one case to exceed twenty cents on each hundred dollars of the 
value of such sales and income; and the said Town Council shall 
have power to impose an annual tax on all carriages and wagons, 
of whatever kind, kept for private use; on all gold, silver and other 
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watches kept for private use within the limits of the said town. 
That for the purpose of assessing the real and personal property of 
said town for taxation, the said Council shall appoint three

Sucrion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and JTouse of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of South Carclina, now met and sitting in 
General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That from 
and after the passage of this Act all citizens of this State hiving 
resided twelve months within this State and four months within the 
corporate limits of the town of Marion shall be deemed, and are 
hereby declared, a body politic and corporate, and the said incor- 
poration shall be called and known by the name of The Town of 
Marion,” aud its corporate limits shall extend three-fourths of a 
mile in the direction of the cardinal points ef the comapass from the 
court house as a centre and form a square, 

Suc. 2. That the said town shall be governed by an Intendant 
and four Wardens, who shall be citizens of the United States, and 
who shall be persons that actually reside in the corporate limits of 
the said town and have so resided at least twelve months immedi- 
ately preceding the day of their election. The said Intendaut and 
Wardens shall be known and called the Town Council of Marion, 
and shall be elected on the second Monday in January next and at 
the same time in every year thereafter, and shall hold their offices 
for the term of one year and until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified. The Intendant aml any two or any three 


Wardens shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of transacting 
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the business of the corporation or exercising the powers hercin 
granted. 

Sec. 3. All male inhabitants of the said town who have resided 
within the corporate limits thereof four months next preceding any 
election for members or a member of the said Town Council and 
who are qualified to vote in State elections shall be entitled to vote 
in such election: Provided, That no person shall be allowed to vote 
at any such election who shall not have registered his name as a 
voter with the Clerk of the Town Council, to be entered by him in 
a book or books to be kept for that purpose, and obtained a certifi- 
cate of such registration from the said Clerk, which certificate shall 
be presented to the Managers when he offers to vote and be taken 
up by them. The Town Council of said town shall give at least ten 
days’ notice by advertisement in one or more newspapers published 
therein of the time and place of said election, together with the 
names of three Managers appointed by them to conduct such elec- 
tion, and the same notice shal] name the hours and place of regis- 
tration, The book or books of registration shall be kept securely 
by the Clerk of said Town Council and be turned over to the Man- 
agers on the day of election: Lrovided, That the said book or books 
shall be subject to public inspeetion, and any person shall be per- 
mitted to make copies therefrom when said Clerk is not actually 
engaged in the registration of a voter. 

Sec. 4. The said election shall be held in some convenient public 
place in said town, from eight o'clock in the morning until four 
o'clock in the evening, and shall be condueted by the Managers 
appoiuted as aforesaid, who shall take an oath to conduct the same 
fairly and impartially; and when the polls shall be closed the 
Managers shall forthwith count the votes and declare the result of 
the election and give notice thereof, in writing, to the person or 
persons so elected. The Intendant and Wardens, before entering 
on the duties of their offices, shall respectively take the oath pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of the State and also the following oath, 
to wit: “As Intendant (or Warden) of the town of Marion, I will, 
equally and impartially, to the best of my ability, exercise the trust 
reposed in me, and will use my best endeavors to preserve the peace 
and carry into effect, according to law, the purposes for which I 
have been elected. So help me God.” 

Src. 5, That in case a vacancy shall occur in the office of In- 
tendant or any of the Wardens, by death, resignation, removal, or 
otherwise, an election to fill such vacancy shall be held by the ap- 
pointment of the Intendant and Wardens, or of the Wardens, as 
the case may be, ten days’ notice thereof to be given, and a regis- 
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tration of voters to be had as provided in Section three hereof; and 
in case of sickness or temporary absence of the Intendant, the War- 
dens forming a Council shall be empowered to elect one of their 
number to act as Intendant during the time. 

Sec. 6. That the said Intendant or the Town Council, and both 
of them, are hereby vested with all the powers within the limits of 
the town for the violation of the town ordinances as is now given 
Trial Justices, except in civil cases. ‘The said Intendant shall have 
power and authority to try all offenders against the ordinances of 

- the said town, immediately upon their apprehension or arrest, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, unless such persons enter into recog- 
nizance with sufficient surety in the sum of two hundred dollars to 
the town of Marion, before the Clerk of the Town Council, to 
appear for trial on any day within ten days after such arrest, in 
which event the trial shall be postponed until that time. When- 
ever the said Intendant shall find a party who may be tried before 
him guilty of violating an ordinance of the said town, he shall 
have power to impose, in his discretion, fine or imprisonment within 
the limits prescribed for such violation. From all decisions of the 
said Intendant the said party shall have the right to appeal to the 
Town Council: Provided, That he give notice of such appeal imme- 
diately upon the sentence being pronounced, pay into the town 
treasury the amount of the fine imposed, there to remain subject to 
the action of the Town Council, and enter into reeognizance as 
already provided for to appear and defend before the Town Council 
ata time to be specified in said recognizance, not more than ten 
days from the date of the same. 

Sec. 7. The Intendant, in addition to the stated meetings ap- 
pointed, shall have authority to summon the Wardens to meet in 
Council for the transaction of business pertaining to the corporation 
whenever, in his judgment, it may be necessary. They and their 
successors hereafter to be elected shall have and keep a common 
seal, which shall be affixed to all ordinances passed by them; may 
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equity in this State; and may purchase, hold, possess and enjoy for 
the trusts herein contained, to them and their successors, in perpe- 
tuity or for a term of years, any estate, either real or personal or 
mixed, and to sell, alien and convey the same: Provided, That the 
same at any one time does not exceed in value the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars, And the said Town Council shall have full 
power to make, ordain and ctablish all such rules, by-laws, reenla- 
tions or ordinances respecting the roads, streets, markets, police, 
health and order of said town as shall appear to them necessary 
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and requisite for the security, welfare and convenience of the said 
town, or for preserving the health, peace, order and good govern- 
ment within the same. And the said Town Council may fix and 
impose fines and penalties for the violation thereof, and appropriate 
the same to the public uses of the said corporation: Provided, 
That no fine shall exceed one hundred dollars for any one oflense, 
or imprisonment for more than thirty days; and that such ordi- 
nanees, rules, by-laws or regulations be not contrary to the law. . * 
the State. 

Sec. 8. That the said Intendant may sentence persons convicted 
of violation of any of the ordinances of said town to fine or im- 
prisonment, in the alternative, as may be provided ; and any person 
sentenced and failing to pay the fine imposed shall be required to 
work upon the streets and drains of said town at the rate of one 
dollar per day, until the amount of the fine, together with all ex- 
penses of imprisonment, are satisfied and paid, unless they be ex- 
pressly exempted therefrom in the scutenee imposed by the said 
Intendant. 

Su 9. That the sale or vending of any spirituous, malt or in- 
toxicating liquors in any quantities within the corporate limits of 
the said town of Marion is hereby prohibited, and the said Town 
Council shal] have no power or authority to grant a license for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 10. That the Intendant and Wardens shall have full and 
exclusive control oyer all streets, roads and ways in said town, and 
it shall be their duty to keep them open and in good repair. They 
shall have power, with the consent of adjacent Jand owners, to close 
or change all such roads, streets or ways within said town as they 
may deem conducive to the public couvenience, and may sell the 
freehold of any such street, road or way at public sale after fifteen 
days’ public notice in some newspaper published in said town ; and 
they shall have power to lay out, adopt, open and keep in repair all 
such new ways, streets or roads ax they may deem necessary for the 
improvement and convenience of said town: Provided, That they 
first obtain the consent of the land owners through whose land such 
new street or way may pass. The said Town Council shall have 
power to require all persons owning a lot or lots in said town to 
yield sufficient space bordering the same for a sidewalk whenever 
the same shall front or adjoin any public street in said town, if in 
the judgment of the Town Council such sidewalks shal] be necessary, 
the width thereof and ihe manner of their construction to be desig- 
snted and regulated by the said Council. And the said Town 
Council shal] have all the powers over the streets, roads and ways 
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therein which are now given or may hereafter be given to County 
Commissioners over the roads in their several Counties, subject 
nevertheless to the limitations herein prescribed. And they shall 
have power to compound with all persons liable to work the streets, 
ways and roads in said town of Marion, upon such terms as they 
shall by ordinance establish; the moneys so received to be applied 
to the uses of such corporation. 

Sec. 11. That the said Town Council shall have power to impose 
an annual tax upon the proprietors or keepers of all billiard or 
pool tables and ten-pin alleys or other pin alleys within the discre- 
tion of the said Town Council, and to grant or refuse license for 
the same, upon such terms and conditions and subject to such regu- 
lations as they by ordinance may establish, except that the said 
Town Council shall not grant licenses for any billiard or pool tables 
for a less sum than twenty-five dullars per table for any one year 
or fraction of a year; they shall have power to impose a tax, within 
their discretion, upon all sales made by itinerant traders and auc- 
tioneers, upon all public drays, wagons, carriages, omnibuses and 
other vehicles kept for hire, and on the owners or proprietors of all 
dogs, hogs, sheep, goats and eattle kept within the corporate limits 
of the said town; the said Town Council shall have power to im- 
pose an annual tax on the amount of all sales of goods, wares and 
merchandise, and on the income arising from all factorage, employ- 
ments, faculties and professions, including the profession of den- 
tistry, and also on the amount of income from all moneys loaned at 
interest, and upon the amount of income received from banks and 
other stocks: Provided, That no tax shall be imposed in any one 
year to exceed the rate of fifty cents on each one hundred dollars 
of the value of such sales and income; and the said Town Council 
shall have power to impose an annual tax on all carriages and 
wagons of whatever kind kept for private use, on all gold, silver 
and other watches kept for private use in said town; and the said 
Town Council shal] have power to impose wn annual tax not to ex- 
ceed the sum of filty cents on every hundred dollars of yalue on 
all real estate lying within the said corporate limits, and on all 
persuual property owned and held within the same, including bonds 
and stocks of banks and insurance companies and other corpora- 
tions, the real estate of churches and school associations excepted ; 
and for that purpose they shall appoint three freeholders residing 
therein to assess the value of said real estate, upon vath, and return 
the assessment within one month tu said Town Council for taxation ; 
and the said Town Council shall have power to fill any vacancy 
arising from any cause in the said Board of Asscssors; the Town 
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Council shall have power to regulate the price of licenses upon all 
public shows and exhibitions in said town: Provided, That uo 
license fer any circus shall be granted for a less sum than one hun- 
dred dollars by the said Town Council; they shall have power and 
authority to organize, equip and control a fire department for the 
protection of said town in such way as they may deem necessary ; 
and the said Town Council shall have power to enforce the payment 
of all taxes and assessments, levied under the authority of this 
Act, against the property and persons of defaulters, to the same 
extent and in the same manner as is provided by law for the co)]ec- 
tion of the general State tax, except that the executions to enforce 
the payment of the town taxes shall be issued under the seal of the 
said corporation and directed to the Chief of Police or other per- 
sov especially appointed by the said Town Council to collect the 
same; andal] property upon which a tax shall be levied and 
assessed shall be liable for the payment thereof in preference to all 
other debts due by the person owning the same at the time of the 
assessment, except debts due to the State, which shall be first paid ; 
the suid moneys, together with all other moneys collected by the 
authority of the provisions of this Act and the ordinances passed 
in contormity thereto, from whatever source said moneys may arise, 
shall be paid into the treasury of said town for the use of the cor- 
poration. 

Sec, 12, That in the assessment of all property in said town it 
shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Town Council to deliver to or 
Jeave at the residence or place of business of ench person within 
the corporate limits of said town a printed form or statement of 
return for taxation with a proper form of oath thereto, and shall, 
atthe time he delivers such forms, receive from such person the 
statement of his property for taxation required by this Act, verified 
by the oath of such person; but if he be vot ready to make such 
statement he shali make up and deliver the same to the said Clerk 
within twenty days after the leaving of such form of statement, and 
in case of failure to do so he shall be assessed aud returned by said 
Clerk accordingly. If the Clerk of the Town Council fails to leave 
such form of statement at the place of business or residence of any 
person in said town, such person shall not be excused from the 
making of such return, but he shall have ten days after the close 
of the time for making such return in which to file the same with 
the said Clerk. Returns shall be made on oath to the said Clerk 
during the month of February in each year of the amounts of all 
sales of merchandise, professional, mechanical or other incomes, and 
of the quantity and kind of all other property than real estate sub- 
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ject to taxation, under the provisions of this Act, by the persons 
who may be liable to pay the taxes for thesame; and the said taxes 
shall be paid on or before the first day of April then next ensuing. 
Upon failure thereof any party in default shall be subject to the 
penalties now provided by law for failure to pay the general State 
tax. 

Sec. 13, That the said Town Council shall have power, and are 
hereby authorized, to clect one Chief of Police and as many assist- 
ants as may be necessary, (in addition to the Sheriff of Marion 
County, who shall be ex officio a policeman of said town,) to fix 
their salaries and to prescribe their duties. They shall be sworn 
in and vested with all the powers now conferred by law upon Con- 
stables, and subjected to all the duties and liabilities that are now 
or hereafter may be conferred upon Constables, with the additional 
power to arrest without warrant for breaches of the peace or offenses 
against the ordinances of said town, in addition to the special duties 
devolved upon them by the said Town Council: Provided, That 
their jurisdiction shall not extend beyond the limits of the said 
corporation. 

Src. 14. That the said Town Council shall have power to estab- 
lish a guard house, and to prescribe by ordinance suitable rules and 
regulations for keeping and governing the same, and until such 
guard house shall be established they shall be authorized to use a 
room in the common jail of the County of Marion for the confine- 
ment of all who may be subject to be committed for violation of 
any ordinance of the town passed in conformity to the provisions of 
this Act; and the said Town Council may by ordinance, or the said 
Intendant and Wardens in person, any one or more of them, 
authorize and require any policeman of the town or any Constable 
specially appointed for that purpose to arrest and commit to said 
guard house or jail of Marion County, as the case may be, for a 
term not exceeding twenty-four hours, any person or persons who, 
within the corporate limiis of said town, may be engaged in a 
breach of the peace, any riotous or disorderly conduct, open ob- 
scenity, public drunkenness, or in any conduct grossly indecent or 
dangerous to the citizens of said town or any of them, and it shall 
be the duty of the policemen of the said town to arrest and com- 
mit all such offenders, who shall have power to call to their assist- 
ance the posse comitatus, if need be, to aid in making such arrests; 
and upon the failure of said policemen to perform such duty they 
shall severally be subject to such fines and penalties as the Town 
Council may establish. And all persons so imprisoned shall pay 
the costs and expenses incident to their imprisonment, which said 
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costs and expenses shall be collected or paid in the same manner as 
is provided by this Act for the collection and payment of fines im- 
posed for the violation of ordinances: Provided, That such im- 
prisonment shall not exempt the party from the payment of any 
fine the Council may impose for the offense for which he may have 
been committed. 

Sec. 15, That the said Town Council shall have power to collect 
licenses or taxes from all persons representing publicly within the 
corporate limits of said town, for gain or reward, any plays or 
shows, of what nature or kind soever, to be used for the purpose of 
said corporation. 

Sre. 16. That the said Town Council shall have power and 
authority to abate all nuisances within the corporate limits, and 
also to appoint a Board of Health for snid town, and to pass all 
such ordinances as inay be necessary to define the powers and 
duties of said Board. 

Src, 17, That the said Town Council shall have power to borrow 
money for the public uses of the corporation, by issuing from time 
to time, as occasion may require, the bonds of said corporation, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding seven per centum per 
annum, to be paid semi-annually, for an amount not to exceed 
twenty thousand dollars, and for the payment of the interest and 
the ultimate redemption of the principal according to the terms of 
the loan the said corporation shall be at all times liable: Provided, 
That the property of the inhabitants of the said town shall be 
bound for the redemption of said Joan in no other way than by the 
imposition of an annual tax according to the provisions of this 
Act: Provided, further, That a majority of the owners of real 
estate situate within the limits of said town shall first vote in favor 
of issuing the said bonds; and the said Town Council shall give at 
least thirty days’ notice of holding such election.

and Wardens,

those cases where said County Commissioners shall be satisfied that 
the road applied for is important for the convenience of travel and 
benefit of commerce. 

See. 2. That for this purpose the said several Boards of County 
Commissioners are hereby empowered to levy such tix as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of surveying, changing the loca- 
tion of and opening such highways. 

Sec. 3. That before any action hereinbefore authorized shall be 
taken, the said County Commissioners shall cause to be posted a 
written notice in two public places within the several Townships 
through which such highway shall pass, designating the time and 
place appointed for the consideration of the expediency of opening 
or changing the location of such highway, at least twenty days he- 
fore the day appointed for sach meeting, and at such meeting all 
persons interested shall be permitted to oflur testimony for or 
against the opening or changing the location of such proposed 
highway.

Tf the owner or owners of such lands shall refuse to allow 
the highway to be opened through his or her or their lands, the 
County Commissioners: shail proceed, on behalf of the County, to 
obtain the right of way in the same manner as is provided by law 
for a private person to obtain a right of way through lands of 
other persons surrounding his own; and all the provisions of Sec-

United States, who now reside or may hereafter reside in the town 
of Pendleton, shall be deemed, and are hereby declared, a body 
corporate and politic; and the said town shall be called and kuown 
by the name of Pendleton, and its limits shall be held and deemed 
to extend for one mile in every direction from the Farmers’ Hall.” 

Src. 2. That Section 2 of said Act be stricken out-and the fol- 
lowing Section inserted in lieu thereof, so that the said Section will 
read: “That the said town shall be governed by an Intendant and 
four Wardens, who shall be elected on the second Monday in Sep- 
tember of each year, and continue in office for the term of one 
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year and until their successors shall be elected and qualified, and 
such Intendant and Wardens shall be known and styled the Town 
Council of Pendleton. The Intendant and two Wardens, or, in the 
absence of the Intendant, three Wardens, shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of the business which may come before said 
Town Council. It shall be the duty of said Town Council to give 
at least thirty days’ notice of the time and place for holding the 
town elections herein provided for by posting the same upon the 
postoffice door and at two other public places in said town, which 
notice shall also designate the Managers appointed by said Council 
to conduct such elections, The polls at all such elections shall 
be opened at ten o’clock A. M. and shall close at four o’clock 
P. M. In all elections in said town every male citizen of 
the State who has attained the age of twenty-one years and 
who has resided within the corporate limits of said town shall 
be entitled to vote. When the hour for closing the polls arrives, 
the Managers shall immediately proceed to count the votes fur 
Intendant and Wardens, and the person receiving the highest 
vote fur Intendant shall be elected to that office, nnd the four 
persons receiving the highest number of votes polled for Wardens 
shall be elected as Wardens of said town. The Managers, upon 
completing the couut of the votes polled, shall proclaim the result, 
and certifV the same, together with the ballots polled, to the Town 
Council, who shall declare the same, and, as soon as possible, swear 
in their suecessors, who shall each take and subscribe in the record 
book of said Town Council the following oath of office, which the 
Tutendant or any Wa'den acting for him is hereby authorized to 
administer: ‘As Intendant (or Warden) of the town of Pendle- 
ton, I will support and defend the Constitution of the United States 
and of this State, and equally and impartially, to the best of my 
skill and ability, exercise the trust reposed in me, and will use my 
best endeavors to preserve the peace, enforce all ordinances of the 
town of Pendleton, and carry into effect, according to law, the pur- 
pose of my appointment. So help me God.’” 

That Section four of said Act be stricken out and the 
following inserted in lieu thereof: “That said Town Council shall 
have a common seal, and may change the same at pleasure, which 
common seal shall be affixed to all official actions of said. Town 
Council. That the said Town Council shall have authority under 
their corporate seal to make, constitute and erdain all such rules, 
by-laws and ordinances respecting the streets, ways, market, health, 
security and police of the town of Pendleton as may appear to 
them proper and necessary for the convenience, order, welfare and 
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good governmant of said town, and to prescribe penalties for the 
violation thereof, not to exceed in any case imprisonment for thirty 
days or a fine of one hundred dollars; and all revenues derived 
from fines collected under such ordinances, rules or by-laws shall 
go to the use of thecorporation. And said Town Council may pre- 
scribe in such ordinances rules and by-laws for the imprisonment 
of persons who may incur the penalty of a fine, and refuse or fail 
or be unable to pay the same, and may in every case of imprison- 
ment require the person sentenced to the same to work upon the 
public streets in said town. That the said Town Council shall have 
and maintain a guard house in which to confine persons sentenced 
to imprisonment for the violation of its ordinances, and may, in 
eases where the Town Council deem necessary, commit the offender 
to the common jail of Anderson County during the term for which 
he is sentenced, but in all such cases said Town Council shall pay 
the jail fees of such person so sentenced; and the Sheriff is hereby 
required to receive and keep for the term designated, not to exceed 
thirty days, all persons so com-nitted by the said Town Council, or 
the Intendant, as herein provided. The Iutendant of the said 
Town Council of Pendleton shall be authorized to hear, determine 
and try all alleged violations of the rules, by-laws or ordinances of 
said town, and where he finds the accused guilty he may sentence 
him or her as prescribed in such rules, by-laws and ordinances; 
Provided, Vhat the party so sentenced shall have the right. to ap- 
peal to the full Council by giving notice thereof to the Intendant 
at the time of such sentence, and, if he give bond for appearance 
nt time, the trial shall be had five days thereafter, unless it is agreed 
by the parties to have an earlicr hearing; but if the person so sen- 
tenced shall be unable to give bond for appearance, the trial shall 
be had at a time not more than twenty-four hours after such appeal, 
and in the meantime the person so convicted shall be confined in 
the guard house of said town. From the finding of the full Coun- 
cil any person aggrieved shall have the right to appeal to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Anderson County, by giving such notice within five 
days after the judgment of said Council, byt the sentence shall not 
be suspended unless the party give hond for appearance at the next 
Term of said Court in a sum to be fixed by said Town Council, not 
to exceed in any case the sum of two hundred dollars, ‘That the
